Relating to an Office of Credit upon 


| Land Security, «c. 


1. Conſi- x HEREAS, It is moſt evident, that a wiſeand 
aeration. V | \ / large Eſtabliſhment, and a continued Courſe 


of Conſiderable Trade, is a ſure way where- 


by any Nation, Capableof it, may attain to Honour, Wealth and 


Power : Becauſe, That thereby will ariſe, Fir/t, A great Increaſe of 
Money, which anſwereth al] things. Secondly, An Increaſe of People, 


which is the Strengthof any Kingdom or State; and who doalways 


gather to thoſe Places where Money is in abuwance, And Thirdly, 


An Increaſe of Shipping, which is the ſtrongeſt Rampart of an 


Tfand ; and by which Merchandite is Conveyed to the moſt Pro- 
fitable Market. It is therefore the undoubted Intereſt of the 
People of Ireland; eſpecially thoſe who have the greateſt Eſtates, 


whether of Land or Money, to Imploy themſelyes to the Im- 


provement of Trade, as unverſally as is poſſible : And it is Hum- 


bly Conceived, that this Propoſition needs no other Proof or 1!- 


lufcration, than what plainly ariſes from the Obſervation of thoſe 
many and great Adyantages derived from Trade to the Kingdom 
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of England, the States of the United Provinces, and all other King- 


doms and States that have applied themſelyes to Commerce. 


2. Conſideration. The Kingdom of Irelaxd is as Capable of making 
Advantages by Trade, as any other Kingdom or State; being Sur- 
rounded with good Sea- Ports upon all its Coaſts, and having a 
very Great and Profitable Subje& of Trade proper to it : The 
Land affording Grain, Cattel, Wool, Flax, Coal, Salt, Copper, 
Iron, Lead, and other Native Products ; beſides the Fiſhing of 
the Rivers, Loughs, and Seas. This Kingdom hath likewiſe great 
Numbers of People, either not Imployed, or not fo fully and pro- 
ftably as might be; and hath alſo ſuch a Proviſion of Shipping 
as may ſerve to begin a Trade ; and may ſoon be Increaſed, if a 
greater Trade be ſet up. The Truth of this Conſideration will 
appear, by Comparing the Particulars therein Contained with 
thoſe of the United Provinces ; where the proper Subject of Trade 
comes very far ſhort of that of this Kingdom : Which Provinces, 
jrom very ſmall beginnings, and under the Diſcouragement of a 
War with Spazy, at that time the moſt Potent Kingdom of Exrope, 
have yet raiſed themſelyes within a ſhort Period of Years to that 
Immenſe Wealth, Grandeur, and Power, that now they poſleſs ; 
and have acquired it chiefly by their Trafficking in thoſe SubjeQts 
of Trade, which properly belong to this and other Nations. 


3. Conſideration. The People of this Kingdom, who have had 
Liberal Education, are generally in allfCountries allowed to be of 
{ufficient Ingenuity and Diligence; and the Commons being Do- 
ci] and Trattable, and likewiſe Robuſt and Vigorous of Body ; 
and ſufficiently inclined ro beſtow their Labour, where there is 
Profpe&t of moderate Gain; and being hitherto accuſtomed to 
ſmall Wages: It may juſtly be Concluded, that no People in the 
World are Naturally more fitted, or better qualthed, for ſetting 
up, manageing, and proſecuting a Great and Conſiderable Trade. 


4. Corfderation, Tt 1s moſt certainly true 1n Fact; nor can it 
I, 


be ubbnown to the Intelligent 1a this Nation ; that the greateſt 
Fredings in the World ere carried on, not io much by the Spceies 


of 
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of Money, which 1s in Stock and Caſh; as by a great Credit, at- 
tained to, by Means, partly of their Viſible Subje&t of Trade, 
partly of their Pains and Application to Traffick ; but moſt of 
all upon account of the Reputation and Opinion of the great Pro- 
fits made in the Courſe of a Proſperous Trade ; even where the 
Native and Proper Subject of Trade keeps no Proportion with 


\ the Trade carried on ; as it 1s in the United Provinces, where 


Credit is the chief Inſtrument of their Commerce ; and that Cre- 
dit raiſed upon a Fund, more of Opinion or Reputation, than real. 
If therefore in this Kingdom, the want of a Sufficient Stock of 
Money for the carrying on a great Trade, can be made up by 
a Credit grounded upon a more Real and Subſtantial Fund, than 
the Credit of any other Nation, either at preſent 1s, or probably can 
be founded upon ; then certainly it will moſt reaſoxably follow ; 
that this Kingdom 15 rather more capable of carrying on Great 
and National Trades, than moſt other Kingdoms or States in 


Eqrope, 


5. Conſideration. The Titles and Tenures of Eitates, eſpecially 
Land Eſtates, in this Kingdom being well known, Sure, and Sta- 
ted ; and with ſufficient eaſe and certainty Examinable, by reaſon 
of the Records here in uſe; and thar the Titles are Dependant 
on late Acts of Parliament ; and an evident, clear, and firm Secu- 
rity upon Land, being the beſt and moſt ſubſtantial Fund of Cre- 
dit; this Kingdom is Capable, in this reſpect, to raiſe a Credit 
ſufficient for Improving, to the uttermoſt, the great Subject of 
Trade that now it unprofitably Poſleſſes ; and this Credit as far to 
exceed that in practice with other Nations, as a real Solid and 
Permanent Fund exceeds thoſe of Opinion and Reputation ; for 
ſuch, all thoſe of other Nations, will be found to be, when duly 
weighed with that, hereby Propounded for this Kingdom. 


Upon theſe Conſiderations, which may fo juſtly be Preſumed 
to Induce the Right Honourable the Lords Juſtices, and Council, 
and the Loris and Commons of Parliament in Tre/azs, to receive 
and examine a Propoſal, that renders to this Kingdom the certain

That out of every Eſtate to be thus ſettled on the Office; - the 
Credit being, as aforeſaid, made Current by Law ; One Tenth 
part of the Credit ſhall be placed in the Joint Stock of Trade ;

One Hundred Years Credit is thereupon to be Raiſed, by way 
of Anticipation, and Iflued to the ſeveral Parties or Uſes in 
Four Payments in equal Portions: That is to ſay, One Fourth 
at Sealing the Writings ; One Fourth at the end of one Year;

| No Perſon is forced to be Coneerned ; yet all are permitted,

there it Ceaſeth. OO 
Would it do Ireland a Service to bring ſome Millions of Gold 
and Silver into it? This is Equivalent : Por, ſince Credit, 'upon 
a lefs ſecure Fund, performs in other Countrys, all the Uſes and 
Offices of Gold and Silver: What ſhould hinder the ſame Effefts 
here, upon a better Fund'? But however, if an AC of Parlia- 
ment 
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ment paſs, de bene eſſe, the Nation runs no Risk, if it do not 
take; if it doth take, there is a Mine of Treaſure opened to 
them Gratzs, The paſſing the Act Compels no Man to come 
in, and Engage his Land. The Propoſal is not fo very Obſcure 
or Myſterious, to fuch as will take the pains to Read it two or 
three times over Deliberately and Attentively, and will then 
hearken, to what Anſwers can be given to any ſeeming Dif- 
ficulty. The manner of putting it into Praftice, and aQual 
Adminiſtration of 1t, will indeed require an uncommon Skill and 
Underſtanding : And this part, Dr. Chamberlen ( whoſe Invention 
and Contrivance this deſign is, and who has been more than 
Thirty Years Maturing it ) can beſt Diſcharge, fo as to reduce 
all to ſuch an exact Method, as ſhall make the whole Clear and 
Facile ; and prevent all Contuſton and Diſorder ; which, ſhould 
they happen, might Diſgrace and Ruine the Undertaking :
